Brush Fires. 


July 2, woods on Bluff; August 16-17-18, at Claremont Junction, on 
plains north of C. & C. R. R.; August 21, pine woods; October 16-17, 
near Seaver place in north part of town; October 21-22-23, at Claremont 
Junction in woods north of Norrington place; October 22, in woods near 
Washington street. 


The past year has been remarkably fortunate as to serious fires, 
although the number of alarms has been more than the average for pre- 
vious years; but. deducting five needless alarms rung in, the number 
would fall below the average. ‘The most serious damage resulting was 
at the C. B. Spofford tire, the first fire at the Coy Paper Mill, and the 
waste house fire at the Monadnock Mills. In each of these cases the tire 
had a good start when discovered, and it was necessary to use consider- 
able water, which contributed to the damage. This was also the case at 
the Whitcomb fire. The only building totally destroyed was the Rich- 
mond hen house, which was practically burned before the alarm was 
sounded. 

The number of brush tires has been about the same as in past years. 
In every case brush fires are a source of considerable time and expense 
us compared to house fires, owing to their nature and the means neces- 
sary to cope with them. ‘They are, however, a source of danger re- 
quiring prompt and arduous attention. 


Inspection Day. 
A feature of interest to the Department was Inspection day, Octo- 
ber 12. The town appropriation of $150 proved ample for the needs, 
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und was appreciated by every member of the Department, as money well 
xpent. The day proved a source of information and considerable was 
learned that will prove of benefit at some future day, both as to thecon- 
struction, location and condition of buildings, and one fact of vital im- 
portance, the placing of the steamer for fire in manufacturing plants 
along the river. The iuspection showed that in many instances the 
steamer could not be used, because of the inability to place it where 
water could be had. In other ways Inspection Day was of benefit to 
the Department, arousing individual interest among the members and 
giving an opportunity for needed drill and practice. In this connection 
I desire to extend thanks to the voters for the appropriation, and to 
Slack & Barney for the use of buildings for the raising of ladders, and 
contributing to the exhibit with the pump in the Freeman & O'Neil 
plant. 

During the past year the equipment has been improved by the 
placing of a tire register in the hose house on Main street. This regis- 
ters the number of the box rung in, and in every instance has operated 
instantly and accurately, proving a valuable time-saver in answering 
alarms. Other improvements include a new alarm box, No 19, at the 
Sugar River Paper Mill, making a total of 12 boxes. The entire electric 
tire alarm system is in perfect working order throughout. Eight new 
rubber coats have been purchased as necessary, and numerous minor 
articles of equipment for the hose wagon and truck, such as rope, hooks, 
respirators to protect firemen from smoke, ete. 

The apparatus consists of one Silsby steam fire engine, one horse 
hook and ladder truck, one horse hose wagon of modern construction, 
four hand hose reels, 2.500 feet of hose. ‘The wagon and truck are 
fairly well equipped with coats, tire hats, tools, etc., and are rigged 
with swing harness, two horses for each piece of apparatus. ‘The 
steamer has been recently overhauled and is in ready working order. 
While there is always a chance for additions and improvements, the 
Department was never in better working order’ in every detail for 
prompt and effective work. ‘ 


Recommendations. 


IT would respectfully recommend the placiug of four hydrants, viz. : 
‘Iwo on Washington street, one in vicinity of Draper’s Corner, and one 
on Eln street, near the Thrasher place. On Washington street there is 
no protection whatever, and no chance to place the steamer advan- 
tageously to draw water from the river. ‘The Department would be 
handicapped for service and the Claremont Creamery plant and other 
valuable property would be in a serious predicament if fire broke out. 
The dwellings and school house at Draper's Corner are equally unpro- 
tected, as are the hospital buildings and houses on North Elm and 
Hanover streets. As the town appropriates money for the hospital, 
would it not be good policy to give it fire protection, as under existing 
circumstances there is not enough hose to reach from any a available 
hydrant, to say nothing of elevation. 

I would further recommend the installation of a fire register at the 
Sugar River Paper Mill, as it would insure accuracy in sounding the 
whistle alarm, which is not pow always assured or even possible. 

The discipline of the Department has been excellent through the 
year, the officers and men have been faithful and attentive to their 
duties, always ready at a moment’s warning to respond to the call for 
active service, and I desire to acknowledge ny appreciation for the 
assistance rendered. I also extend thanks to the police force for assist- 
ance rendered at fires.

Report of the Board of Health. 


The following cases of sickness have been reported during the year: 
Diphtheria, 12; typhoid fever, 9; measles, 25; scarlet fever, Td. 

We are very glad to report that all of these cases ended in recovery. 
Some of the cases of typhoid fever were of a mild type. We also had a 
good many cases of illness of a mild type, and lasting from one to two 
or three weeks, with some symptoms of typhoid fever, but fortunately 
ending in recovery. We think the people of this town have been very 
fortunate in escaping so well diseases of acute, epidemic, or contagious 
character, when we consider the extreme dry season, and the low condi- 
tion of our water supply. 

We had fears about the use of river water for domestic use. We did 
all we could for our protection. A member of the board went to New- 
port and conferred with the Board of Health there, and they promised 
to do all they could to protect. us. ‘The water was examined each week, 
aud nothing found in it to endanger health. We hope, however, that 
the water company will find some means to give us a supply of water in 
the future that will be pure, and abund: int, and that this shall be our 
last experience with river water for drinking purposes. 

There were 205 visits made by some member of the Board, either to 
attend to some complaint, or a case of quarantine. There were 48 yooms 
fumigated, and, as arule, we use the Formaldehyde for that purpose. 
It sometimes becomes necessary to assist a family when quarantined on 
account of scarlet fever, diphtheria. etc., by reason of its being deprived 
of the opportunity to earn wages, or from other causes, and to provide 
for which the following law was enacted by the last legislature, and 
approved March 11, 1899: 

** Section 1. Whenever any person, or family. is placed in quaran- 
tine by a Board of Health to protect the public against small pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, or any other dangerous, infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, it shall be the duty of said Board to. assist such person, or family, 
while in quarantine, in such manner as in the judgment of the Board 
may be deemed wise or necessary.” 

We have given assistance to ‘such families to the amount of $99.98. 

The town Y dump has been much better patronized the past year than 
ever before, and we hope this will continue during the coming season. 
Old rubbish and filth should not be allowed to collect and remain about 
dwellings or places of business. 

There have been several complaints about people butchering in the 
village, and it muy as well be understood that butchering of any kind 
cannot be allowed in or about the village where people live near each 
other. 

Every person in town should take great interest in all matters of 
public health, and we take great pleasure in saying that we have always 
found people willing to comply with such sugvestions us we have from 
time to time thought it our duty to offer. 

We wish to express our gratitude to the physicians of the town, and 
all others who have been helpful to us.

The number of teachers employed in the town schools !ast year was 

24, representing 19 different schools. At present 22 are employed, rep- 
resenting 18 different schools. An assistant was required in the Gram- 
mar school for the year 1898-99, her labors there terminating with the 
last term. One fourth grade school has been closed the present year. 
‘The larger part of the pupils i in this class were assigned to the Bluff fifth 
grade room, whose teacher is now doing fourth and fifth grade work; 
the remainder were sent to the High street fourth grade school. 'l'wo 
grades are also taught in the A room, Grammar school, thus obviating 
the necessity of employing an additional teacher in the seventh erade. 
First and second grades are taught in the Broad street first primary, and 
second and third grades in the second primary in the same building. 
Two-grade work is now being done in six different village schools. ‘The 
sixth grade class has been transferred from the Hunton block to the 
Bluff school house. One room in the block is now used for school pur- 
poses. 

In 1893 the school year was increased to 36 weeks. Prior to that 
time, for many years, the village schools were taught 33 weeks during 
the year, while the outlying schools were open from 30 weeks to 33 
weeks during the same period. As amatter of fact, the additional weeks 
of instruction, carrying with it the enhanced cost of teachers’ salaries, 
transportation of pupils, and fuel, have added materially to the cost of 
maintaining our schools. As stated a year ago, in some instances the 
compensation of teachers had been increased. While there is no fixed 
regulation covering the salaries of teachers, it is proper to say that the 
maximum has been reached for the present, at least. 

Two classes haye been organized during the last three years—one 
sixth grade (grammar), and one first grade (primary). requiring of 
course, the employment of additional teachers. While the total regis- 
tr ation of pupils in the schools the present ter m is about the same as 
three years ago, it is a fact that a decrease in attendance during that 
time has been noted in the grades between the first and the sixth, yet a 
marked increase has been recorded in the first and sixth grades. One 
hundred and seventy-five pupils were registered in the three primary or 
first grades the last year. 

With some modifications, the excellent course of study adopted by 
a former board is still in use in the town schools, and its requirements 
ure practically carried out by the different teachers. The present board 
has not held to a rigid and literal following of all its provisions. ‘The 
end sought and attained has been the main object, t, and it is the deliberate 
judgment of the committee that the schools, as a whole, are doing most 
satisfactory work. Our grading is high-r than that of the average 
school. Children from different states, as well as from different towns 
and cities in our own commonwealth, seek admission to our schools each ° 
term; and it is an uncommon occurrence when such pupils can continue 
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their former grade work on entering the Claremont schools. In nearly 
every instance they are dropped one grade; sometimes two. Recently, 
on the other hand, a boy from our eighth grade passed into the Boston 
Latin High School. 

The school year, as established by law, begins in September, or 
with the fall term. The official year begins at the time of holding the 
annual district meeting, which occurs during the second week in March, 
when the district treasurer is elected, whose official duties practically 
cease the 15th of February following, the town fiscal year closing on 
that date. Appropriations of money forthe support of schools are made 
at the annual town meeting, which occurs the second Tuesday of March. 
The second, or winter, term of the school year generally closes the 
second week of the same month. at which time, as will be seen by the 
treasurers’ reports, the financial year of the district really begins. The 
school year consists of three terms, and the treasurer’s report is required 
to cover all transactions for the three terms. It does that, and more, as 
the treasurer frequently advances a part of the sums due for teaching 
and other service for the fourth term, also, which payments are included 
in the annual statement. This has been done the present winter term. 
The amounts thus paid, and the amount likewise paid an assistant 
teacher no longer in the employment of the district, will explain in part 
the apparent increase in the cost of the teaching force for the year. 
Payments have also been made in other departments for the same time. 

The amount expended for incidental and permanent repairs is in- 
creased over that of a year ago. ‘The Bartlett school house has been 
shingled, and painted inside and outside, and an entirely new under- 
pinning placed under the building. At the Draper Corner house a floor 
was laid, the chimney rebuilt, the ceiling renewed, the north roof shin- 
gled and aqueduct water putin. A new floor was laid in the A room, 
grammar school-house, and the wood-work painted. Repairs were also 
made at the Broad st., High st., Terrace, West Claremont and Thomas 
school-houses. 

Modern heating appliances ‘are needed in our school buildings. Thir- 
ty-two different stoves are now used to heat them. ‘The cost of keeping 
these stoves in repair, the renewal and cleaning of stove pipes and 
chimneys is considerable each year, and the proper heating of the rooms 
is unnecessarily expensive and unsatisfactory. 

It has been recommended that an additional story be added to the 
Grammar school building, thus affording four new class rooms, at au 
estimated cost of $8000. In two years the district paid $432 for rent of 
rooms for school purposes, representing an investment of $5,000 per an- 
num. Should it be thought unadvisable to make the change suggested, 
the roof of the building will have to be rebuilt in part and reshingled as 
svon as the weather allows. It is estimated that the repairs absolutely 
needed will cost about $400. 

The contract with the Cornish school board for the tuition of children 
in the old Bailey district terminated with the school year, and the pupils 
are now attending the Thomas district school. ‘Three years ago there 
were only three children of school age in this neighborhood; at present 
ten are enrolled in the school mentioned, giving a total membership this 
term of nineteen. : 

Miss A. M. G. Walker, the efficient supervisor of music and drawing 
in the schools for eight years, resigned at the close of the present school 
year, much to the regret of the board. Miss M. Belle Chellis succeeded 
Miss Walker as instructor in drawing, and Miss Wilhelmina G. Wright 
in music.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON SCHOOLS. 


The committee appointed in March, 1899, to investigate the condi- 
tion and needs of the Claremont schools ‘respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report: 

It was the first aim of the committee to ascertain as nearly as possi- 
ble the existing condition of the schools, and to this end the teachers 
were invited to present written statements showing the work actually 
being done. Altof the teachers of the Grammar “school and some of 
those in the lower grades responded wit», full and satisfactory reports. 
Some of the other reports were less satisfactory and from some teachers 
none were received. 

The information thus gained was supplemented by visits to a num- 
ber of schools. ‘Lhe information sought by the Committee may be in- 
cluded under two general heads—the subjects and arrangement of the 
course of study, and the condition and equipment of the school build- 
ings. It was not considered a part of the Committee’s duty to investi- 
gate the methods of teaching or the management of individual schools. 


The Course of Study. 


It appears that the following branches are taught in some or all of 
the grades below the High se hool: Arithmetic. “Geography, English 
(including Grammar), Reading and Spelling, History, Physiology, Na- 
ture Study, Book-keeping, Penmanship, Drawing and Music. A com- 
parison of this list with the branches pursued in some of the most pro- 
gressive schools discloses the fact that the number and variety of sub- 
jects is considerably be!ow that thought desirable in many places. In 
addition to the branches mentioned above, many towns have introduced 
Manual Training, Sewing, Cooking, the elements of Algebra, Geometry, 
Latin and French. W hile these branches are all important, your Com- 
mittee does not deem it advisable, under present conditions, to make any 
material additions to the curriculum of our schools. We should first 
seek to develop and unify the branches we already have. If in the fue 
ture it should become feasible to teach the elements of Algebra and Lat- 
in in the upper grades of the Grammar School to those who contemplate 
i college course, it would relieve the pressure on such pupils in their 
High School course and would enable them to secure a better prepara- 
tion. 

There are a few things which seem open to criticism. While it is 
recognized that excellent work is being done in some branches, there 
are others that seem to languish because of the unequal attention devo- 
ted to them by different teachers. For example, if one teacher has a 
fondness for Nature Study and devotes much attention to it, while an- 
other teacher of the same grade does nothing in that line, the result, 
when the pupils from the two schools are combined in a higher grade, is 
confusion and loss of time. The result is still more disastrous, if, in 
such fundamental branches as Reading, Arithmetic and Geography, the 
attainments of the pupils are markedly unequal. Perfect uniformity of 
attaiument in different pupils is, of course, impossible, but the average 
of attainment in two or more classes of the same grade should approach : 
uniformity. 

Another thing which seemed to the committee unfortunate was the 
large number of pupils spending two years or more on the work of the 
same grade. Doubtless this is due, in large measure, to irregular atten- 
dance and other causes quite beyond the teacher’s control, but it is none 
the less an evil which should be reduced to its lowest terms. 

It is believed that a better arrangement of the course of study and 
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such help as a skilled superintendent could give would tend to bring 
about this desirable result. 


School Buildings. 


Your committee found the school buildings insufficient to accom- 
modate the children and illy adapted to the purposes in view. ‘The 
school houses grew up as the village grew. ‘They were built as people 
used to build—simply to protect from the cold. But light for the eves, 
air for the lungs, and a uniform temperature,—these cannot be had in 
such wretched structures. 

In one building a member of the committee pointed out the identi- 
sal seat and desk which he as a small boy occupied fifty-one years ago. 

In another building pupils of the first grade were found occupying 
seats intended for Grammar School pupils. It is nothing less than 
criminal to compel small children to sit for hours ata time, day after 
day and week after week upon such benches, with no resting place for 
the feet. ‘The sanitary arrangements in all the buildings are a disgrace 
to modern civilization. 

The housing of forty to eighty children of the primary grade in the 
heart of our business blocks is not only a great inconvenience, but a 
positive menace to life and limb. It is a makeshift degrading to the 
whole school policy of our town. Such are our school buildings. 

Probably no other town in the State of equal size would make so 
wretched a showing. The best of teachers and the brightest pupils 
must feel this handicap. 

What then? Are we ready to begin a systematic overhauling of all 
our school buildings? ‘The very gravity of the situation forbids undue 
haste. ‘To act intelligently and wisely we need a careful study of this 
whole matter by some one who is conversant with modern school appli- 
ances and also familiar with our limitations. 

We cannot have such palatial and costly structures as are being 
erected in more wealthy towns, but we can and should, without unne- 
cessary delay, see to it that the wretched buildings which now disfigure 
our town give place to a few commodious bui'dings with modern appli- 
ances, wisely utilizing the light, the air, the heat—the good things of 
God for the making of strong, well developed men and women.
